Each year all the judges of the American Iris Society vote 
for the outstanding Iris among those which have won the 
Award of Merit during the previous five years, This is the 
highest honor an Iris can receive. Each year the eligible list 
contains approximately 50 names. Each judge votes for one 
Iris. The Iris receiving the greatest number of votes gets the 
award. This medal honors the memory of William R. Dykes 
(1877- 1925) an English pioneer in Iris culture. 


The winners for the past eighteen years are listed below:

Large ruffled violet with lighter flush at hafts and around 
the beard. The broad blooms have well closed standards 
and semi-flaring falls.

A flower of-great size with 6”’ ruffled blossoms of spark- 
ling manganese violet perfectly spaced on the _ stalks.

A lightly ruffled, handsome and massive plicata, distinctive 
and different from others in this class. Both standards 


and falls are clear with a broad stitched border of wine 
purple. HM ‘43. AM ‘45, 


MISSOURI (Grinter ‘33) .40 
Clear, rich shade of medium blue. Heavy enamled tex- 
ture. 

MOHRSON (White ‘35) .40 
Deep violet-purple seedling of Wm. Mohr. 

MOONLIGHT MADONNA (Sass ‘43) .40 


The large beautifully ruffled flowers of flaring form make 
an Iris of great beauty. A self of shimmering lemon-ice. 


MULBERRY ROSE (Schreiner ’41) .40 
Deep radiant mulberry rose self with a bronze beard. Large 
flowers of fine form and substance. 


NEW SNOW (Fay ’46) .50 
This Iris is just as pure in color as newly fallen snow. The 
flowers are large and ruffled with no veinations.

A very deep pink flower of beautiful form, with some 
ruffling and very heavy substance.

PHALANX (Schreimer ‘51) .50 
A novelty Iris of rare coloring in an unusual fuchsia hue. 
Falls have a metallic rose sheen enhanced by a blue blaze 
in center.

Large medium to dark blue with ruffled form and flaring

Lovely pure white flowers blooming two or three per stem, 
2 inches or more across.

JONQUILLA SIMPLEX. 10 Ea. .05 12 - .50

MISCELLANEOUS BULBS 


HARDY AMARYLLIS (Lycoris Squamigera) 50 3-1.00 
This amazing bulb produces attractive green foliage in 
the spring. The foliage dies down and disappears in early 
summer. In Auust the flower stalks shoot up two feet 
tall with large lily-shaped flowers a lovely orchid-pink. 
There are often 8 to 12 flowers on a single stem. Plant 
so the bulb is covered with 4 or 5 inches of soil; in the 
South plant so the tip of the bulb is barely covered. Before 
the foliage dies down mark the location so you won't dig 
it up. Large bulbs. Late summer shipment. 

RED GUERNSEY LILY (Nerine) aces 6-1.75 
Same growing and blooming habits as above. Blooming 
stalks one foot high with red spider like blooms in a 
circle about the top of the stem. Late summer shipment. 


ORANGE CUP LILY (Unbellatum) .35 3- 1.00 
Orange-red upright blooms in clusters on sturdy 24 to 30 
inch stems, of easiest culture everywhere and a fast in- 
creaser. Lovely foliage. September shipment. 


PERUVIAN DAFFODIL (ismene) .50 3 - 1.25 
A grand summer flowering bulb producing large Daffodil 
like white blooms with a touch of green in the throat. 
Keep the bulbs in a dry warm place and plant out in April 
or May after danger of frost. Shipment in spring at plant- 
ing time. 

GRAPE HYACINTHS (Muscari) .05 12- .50 
Splendid for mass planting and naturalizing as it increases 
rapidly and is very permanent. These charming tiny blue 
bell-shaped flowers in spike-like racemes appear very early 
in the spring. Plant in drifts along the border or in the 
rock garden. Late summer shipment. 
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
